Effort to Defeat Republicans lit Polls 


WiD Be Started at Once — 


Platform is Denounced 


by Labor President

Montreal, Quebec—President Sam- 


uel Gompers virtually blacklisted the 
republican party today in a special 
report to the. American Federation of 
Labor convention here. 


"The republican convention turns 


its back upon labor," charged Gomp- 
ers. 


"The republican party platform is 


defiant in its defense of the enemies 
of labor and calculated to secure for 
them fresh advantages and greatest 
privileges." 


Gomper's report will be 
spread 


broadcast among labor's four million 
members in the United States. It is 
intended to direct the entire political 
strength of labor against the republi- 
can party. 


Gompers took up the 
republican 


platform, plank by plank, and com- 
pared it with the demands ot labor. 


Concerning the plank on strikes. 


<3orapers said: 


"The entire plank constitutes 
a 


denial of labor's demands. 


"It will be noted that the platform 


is silent on the essential point of the 
right of wage earners to organize in- 
to trade unions and to select their 
own representatives. 


"We call attention to the fact that 


specific proposals on 
this 
subject 


(high cost of living) submitted by 
labor are ignored. The declaration 
of the republican platform evades the 
issue and offers no remedy." 
"Labor," he said, "holds that in 


our republic any attempt to over- 
throw the government by violence is 
unnecessary, and indefensible." 


The platform is silent. 
Gompers 


said, on the following demands put 
before it by labor: 


Vigorous enforcement of the sea- 


men's act: enforcement of all the 
federal maximum eight hour 
laws 


and extension of them to all civil de- 
partments: enactment of a compen- 
sation law for federal 
employees; 


election of federal Judges and elimin- 
ation of the authority 
of 
federal

will have a daily output of about 50 
tons of writing paper, sufficient to 
r.iake 10.000.000 letterheads. 


The two machines now in the plant 


:-re manufacturing book paper 
but 


will be changed to manufacture the 
Fox River grade of writing papers as 
rapidly as possible. 
Although 
the 


new owner does not take over man- 
agement of the plant until January 1. 
1921. necessary changes will be made 
during the summer months so that 
there will-be no delay in changing 
over to the writing grades after the 
first of next year. Necessary chang- 
es will involve the expenditure of 
thousands of dollars.

two yeans and it is now one of the 
Pnest in the state.

are large and light; floors are in first 
class condition and machinery is as 
good as new.

Oregon, which cast 120,813 Republican

Texas has and yet the voting power of 
the two stales is several times greater 
than Texas'. 


It is manifestly unfair that South Ca- 


rolina, with 1,558 Republican" votes, 
should have eleven delegates, and Ore- 
gon, with 126.813 votes, should have only 
ten seats in the convention. The same 
misrepresentation is found throughout 
the south. The party is not represented 
because there is little of it there. The 
states, however, are represented 
and 


principally by men of the type referred 
to by Mr. Green—they are candidates for 
federal patronage. These southern dele- 
gates are so numerous that they control 
the balance of power and the conven- 
tion's action is, to a great extent, in their 
hands—or the hands of the politicians 
who can manipulate them.

are laxative, and contain a bitter principle (tar- 
axacum) which whets appetite. Their effect on 
the liver, good or bad, is imaginary. 


AX 1XDIRECT EFFECT 


Ultimate results are sometimes more 


disastrous than immediate results. As 
one effect of the recent "outlaw" strike 
of the railroad switchmen a seed grower 
reports that for several weeks ^(50,000 
worth of seed potatoes has been lost 
somewhere between his shipping point 
and the purchasers. Kven if they are de- 
livered soon it will be too late to plant 
potatoes this year. 


The valuation given indicates that 


about 20,(MH) bushels are lost, the sales 
probably having been made before the 
jump that took potatoes to $.">. As six 
bushels of potatoes are needed to plant 
an acre, their loss means a reduction of 
potato land of ."»,'i'}:> acres. Assuming 
that farmers who ordered lirsl-class seed 
of a professional grower have good land, 
well prepared, there would have been 
grown from the lost potatoes about 150 
bushels per acre, or approximately 500,- 
000 bushels. 


The country is likely to be short not 


only this half million bushels of potatoes 
but a great deal more, because of seed 
and fertilizers lost by other shippers in 
a similar way, following the strike and 
freight blockade.

The Democratic

tion of 1872. which assembled in Bal- 
timore on July- y, was perhaps the 
most unique gathering of its sort in 
the whole story ol the Democratic 
Party. Horace Greeley. editor of The 
New York Tribune, was nominated for 
President on a single ballot, in spite 
of the fact that for a quarter of a 
century or more he had been the Par- 
ty's ino:-t vigorous and persistent crit- 
ic and assailant.
